A wind, electrical and hailstorm that whipped across 
m uch of Adams County Monday evening about 6 o'clock 
caused many thousands of dollars damage to fruit crops, 
orchards and cornfields over a w ide section of the county. 
For som e com m unities, notably Cashtown and Orr­ 
tanna, It was their fourth and w orst hailstorm of the sea ­ 
son. Older residents said it was the worst hailstorm in 
170 years.

FRUIT DAMAGE HEAVY 
In those sections not only was this year’s crop of 
peaches and apples lost but fear was felt for next y ea r’s 
yield from the battered and w eakened trees. 
T here was dam age by wind, too, and lightning struck 
and fired a small barn near York Springs. 
The storm and the less severe one that followed about 
an hour later in G ettysburg brought this com m unity its 
heaviest rain in 
IO m onths. T he Gettysburg T im es 
w eather station m easured 1.39 inches. There w ere small 
hailstones here during both storm s but dam age was not 
im portant from hail in the G ettysburg area. 
HAIL DAMAGE AREA 
The hail-hit section exten ded from w estern Adam s 
County diagonally across toward Harney and the ground 
w as covered with hail and cornfields cut to ribbons a 
m ile north of Harney. 
There were reports of hailstones the size of silver dol­ 
lars and w est of here along the Fairfield Rd., residents 
told of large hailstones with odd-looking spurs an inch 
long protruding from them . 
Som e persons put hailstones into their freezers as m e­ 
m entoes of the storm but a m ile north of Harnev there 
heaps of the hailstones to be seen lying on the ground 
this morning.
